Shoppers raise stakes 
over ethical animal care 


Farms and big companies alike feel pressure to eliminate abuses

So when the Moglers put up a new $13 million sow barn, the fam- 


ily opted for a design that provides group housing and more room 
for the pigs to move around. 


“Part of the reason we went to the group housing was because the 


customer was asking for it,” Mogler said. “We did a lot of research, 
and this is the system we thought was the best for the animal.” 


Animal welfare has become a highly visible issue as consumers pay 
increasing attention to how food is produced. Nearly two-thirds of U.S. 
consumers believe the humane treatment of animals should be asoci- 
etal concern, according to arecent survey by the food market research 
firm Packaged Facts. Activists frequently call out the worst practices 
with dramatic undercover videos that are shared around the world. 

All of the large companies that process meat that ends up in 
U.S. grocery stores have committed

Tax plan

in Minn. 


Revamp has many in the 
state confused and on edge.

Julie Kolbow has spent hours 
building spreadsheets to fig- 
ure out how the tax overhaul 
under debate in Washington 
would affect her family of five 
in Chanhassen. She and her hus- 
band own small businesses and 
have two children in college, 
and she worries that the legis- 
lation could lower the amount 
of taxes they can deduct. 

Columbia Heights resi- 
dent Mark Kowal, who owns a 
small medical device company, 
is counting on savings from a 
lowered tax rate to offset a 
medical device tax that will 
go back into effect next year 
unless a proposal to extend a 
moratorium on its collection 
passes Congress soon. 

The fast-changing, com- 
plex negotiations now under- 
way will alter the tax picture 
for most Minnesotans, from 
individuals to families and 
businesses of all types. The 
state’s businesses stand to get 
large tax cuts, while limits on 
deductions for state and local 
taxes could pinch individuals 
and families who itemize. 

Kolbow is concerned that

Man with 
weapon shot 
by police 

at City Hall

A bloody scene erupted 
inside police headquarters at 
Minneapolis City Hall on Mon- 
day evening when officers shot 
a man in an interview room, 
Chief Medaria Arradondo said 
at a brief news conference. 

The man, who has not been 
identified, had been brought in 
for questioning on a warrant, a 
source said. He was in critical 
condition Monday night. 

The man was left alone in an 
interview room, Room 108, in 
an area that houses the Police 
Department’s criminal inves- 
tigative division, including the 
robbery unit, the chief said. 

The man “began injuring 
himself with an edged weapon,” 
Arradondo said. After trying to 
subdue the man, “officers dis- 
charged their weapons.”

Inaugural train run turns disastrous 


Three killed when it jumps 
tracks en route to Portland.

DUPONT, WASH. - A passen- 
ger train on a newly opened 
Amtrak route jumped the 
tracks on an overpass south of 
Tacoma on Monday, slamming 


rail cars into a busy highway, 
killing at least three people and 
injuring more than 100 others, 
officials said. 

The derailment of Amtrak 
Train No. 501, making the 
inaugural run of a new ser- 
vice from Seattle to Portland, 
dropped a 132-ton locomotive 
in the southbound lanes of the 
Northwest’s busiest travel cor- 


ridor, Interstate 5. Two passen- 
ger coaches also fell partly in 
the traffic lanes, and two oth- 
ers were left dangling off the 
bridge, one of them wedged 
against a semitrailer truck. On 
the highway below lay seven 
crumpled cars and trucks, and 
huge chunks of concrete that 
were ripped away from the
